OOAD ROLLER AND 


SCARIFIER 
IS BUSY 


Good work 
in the making over of 
the surface of the shell streets of the 
city by the use of the new road 
rol- 
ler and scarifier is in progress and sev- 
eral blocks of Ridgewood avenue have 
in this way been improved this week. 
In fact. City Commissioner 
Lew Smith 
stated to a News representative that 
an average of a block a day had been 
remade since the roller had been put 
into commission. 
The scanner is first put over the 
surface and thoroughly 
breaks it 
up. 
The loose material is then drawn to 
the center and leveled up and then it 
is rolled 
smooth 
and hard. 
If there 
is enough 
moisture in the material 
when broken up. it is rolled without 
the use of water, but when the shell 
and 
marl of which 
the roads have 
been 
principally constructed, 
is too 
dry 
to again 
cement 
together, 
the 
surface 
is wet 
down 
with 
a street 
sprinkler, after being rolled, and the 
roller 
is again put 
over 
it. 
After 
ths treatment 
the surface, ii smooth 
and 
hard 
and 
will 
probably 
remain 
so for 
some time as the 
con ve xin g 
of the surface prevents the settling 
of water upon it anil this is an 
im- 
portant factor in its preservation. 
It will be diihculc to find any materi- 
al superior to the asphaltie concrete, 
especially 
for the use of automobiles, 
but this cannot 
be applied 
to all the 
streets, at least at present, and 
tint! 
it or some other surface can be used,
